Extra care 

For either method, prepare the 
vegetables as for cooking, then put 
them jn jan filled with brine made 
by adding 3oz. to 4m. rait to every

as for fruit, the water in wtrii li the 
jars of vegetables are placed must 
be allowed actually to boil, not 
merely to simmer, for periods that 
depend on the size of the vegetables.
